The bitter- 
ness of the English’ criticisms, he believed, 
would have a tendeucy to provoke retaliation 
from the French press—produce a state of un- 
friendliness between the two peoples which 
might result in weakening both M. Ferry and 
Mr. Gladstone, and jeopardize the success of 
their work. 

There can be no doubt that public opinion in 
England is bitterly nostfie to the arrangement 
with France, because Englishmen generaily be- 
lieve that it was secured by concessions de- 
rogatory to the national honor and prestige of 
Engiand. On the other hand, the French peo- 
ple are equaliy opposed to the arrangement, 
because they believe that France did not ob- 
tain enough as the price of her alliance. In 
the rural districts of France the belief ig gen- 
eral that Mr. Gladstone has practically out- 
witted the French Cabinet and secured an alli- 
ance for conference purposes which is certain 
to be resented by Germany and to bring new 
troubles upon the Republic. This belief is be- 
ing energetically stimulated by M. Ferry s ene- 
mies and is finding robust expression in the 
provincial press. The latest outburst of 
this anti-English sentiment has found vent in 
a project for a general series of national 
fétes throughout the Republic on the occasion 
of this year’s Joan of Are festival.
